Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-11 in the reply filed on 
5/27/04 is acknowledged. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Each of the following applies in all occurrences. 

There are many instances of lack of antecedent basis in the claims, such as in 
claim 2 line 1, "the first", claim 2 last line, "the signal", "said second". Claim 2 refers to 
first and second fluorophores but claim 1 indicates "at least two fluorophores". In claim 
3 there are two powders where their respective densities are greater and lighter which is 
unclear. In claim 3 line 4 "said fluorophore" does not refer to which of the two 
fluorophores in claim 2 from which it depends. In claim 6 "premixture" is queried 
because no mixtures or mixing is seen in the claims. Claim 8 is awkward where 
comprising of is referred to. Claim 10 includes an inhibitor but does not state what is 
inhibited. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yafuso (4,824,789) teaches a single gas sensor. 

Bankert (5,266,271) teaches a gas sensor without an acid base indicator. 

Barnard (5,852,126, 6,254,831) teaches gas sensor polymers. 

Gentle (5,998,517) teaches gas sensors for detecting microorganisms. 

Berndt (6,080,574) teaches gas sensors with a single fluorophore. 

Adolph (6,230,545) teaches gas sensors. 

Suslick (6,368,558) teaches gas sensors. 

Pitner (6,395,506) teaches an oxygen gas sensor. 

Ferguson (Anal Chim Acta) teaches an imaging fiber. 

Dourado (SPIE) teaches gas sensor membranes.
